Lafayette Black, kiansman of the 
invisible empire, renewed his oath \ 
of brotherhood to the hooded horde 
in a blaze of glory and adulation, 
Sept. 2, 3926. He had laid aside 
the lobe and hood of a simple 
kiansman, in secrecy and silence, 
but a little more than a year be- 
fore, to thrust himself into a bit- 
ter battle for a U. S. senatorship 
as the candidate of the klan. He 
came back, no longer a little 
known Birmingham 
lawyer. He 


came back the democratic candi- 
date for the U. S. senate from 
Alabama, his election but a for- 
mality. 


The day of Sept. 2, 1926, saw 


the invisible empire at the zenith 
of its power and glory in Alabama 
On the stage of the great klavern 
in So. 20th street in Birmingham, 
with Hugo Black sat the next 
governor of Alabama, Col. Bibb 
Graves, exalted cyclops of the 
Montgomery klan. With them sat 
Charlie McCall, the next attorney 
general of Alabama. 


Two thousand klansmen, exalted 


cyclops from half a hundred klans, 
great titans from the three prov- 
inces of the realm of Alabama, 
kludds and kleagles and kladds 
from every city and cross roads 
village from the Tennessee border 
to the gulf and from Mississippi 
to Georgia, had gathered to hear 
and to see the klan's idols. There, 
too, was the one time country 
dentist, Hiram Wesley Evans, im- 
perial wizard of the invisible em- 
pire, Knights 
of the Ku Klux 


Klan. 


Klan's Hour of Glory. 


The clock of history had struck 


the hour of supreme glory for the 
invisible empire in Alabama, less 
than a month before, when the 
banners of the 
klan had been 
carried to triumphant victory in 
the democratic primaries of Aug. 
10. This fourth klorero of the 
klansmen of the realm of Alabama 
had been elaborately planned with 
pomp and ceremony and ritual to 
mark that great victory. 


Every kJansrnan, every hierarch 


in that great gathering knew that 
this klorero was to center about 
the two men soon to assume the 
highest offices within the gift of 
the people of Alabama—U. S. Sen- 
ator Nominate Hugo L. Black of 
Birmingham and Governor Nomi- 
nate Bibb G' ives of Montgomery. 


The incontrovertible record of 


that klorero of the realm of Ala- 
bama survives. By order of the 
leaders of the Alabama klan an

NOTHING IS more annoying 


and, if It persists, more alarming 
than to be the victim of a severe 
attack of hiccoughing. Occasion- 
ally we read of such cases \vhieh 
continue for several days, or longer, 
but, fortunately, these are rare, de- 
cidedly unusual. Even when the 
symptom is mild It is a distressing 
complaint. 


It is caused by a sudden sharp 


constriction 
of 
the 
diaphragm, 


which brings about an expulsion of 
air from the lungs. This produces 
the characteristic "burp" or "hie". 


At some time or other most of 


us have suffered from this annoy- 
ing experience. It usually disap- 
pears within a few minutes and the 
distress is quickly forgotten. But, 
as I have said, it may last for a 
longer period of time. In that event 
it may be a symptom of some seri- 
ous internal disturbance, and its 
persistence should arouse suspicion 
of some organic disorder. 


Hiccough may follow irritation of 


the "phrenic" nerve. The nerve 
with this funny name supplies the 
muscles of the diaphragm, the mus- 
cular structure which separates the 
abdominal cavity from the chest. 
The nerve may become irritated as 
a result of a severe fall, a blow, an 
infection or inflammation from any 
cause. The growth of a tumor may 
cause pressure upon the nerve. 


May Be Infection 


Occasionally hiccough is one of 


the symptoms of some focal infec- 
tion within the body. This may be 
from disease of the liver, gall blad- 
dcr/stomach, tonsils or teeth. It is 
especially prevalent among persons 
who are careless about their eating 
habits. Hasty eating and faulty 
chewing lead to gas and hiccough. 


Any sudden distention of the 


stomach, with irritaUon of the dia- 
phragm, will cause hiccough. 
For 


this reason it is a common occur- 
rence in children who are careless 
in the choice of food and how they 
eat it. Sufferers from indigestion 
frequently suffer from hiccough. 


Mild attacks of hiccough are un- 


important, but, if the condition per- 
sists, it is necessary that your doc- 
tor be consulted. He will decide 
what to do. 


Many forms of treatment and 


hundreds of suggestions are offered 
to the victim of hiccough. A few 
sips of water, inhaling fumes from 
a piece of horse radish, tickling the 
nose, slapping the back and other 
methods of procedure are often ad- 
vised. 
These are successful pro- 


vided the underlying cause of the 
hiccoughs is not an. organic disor- 
der.

"•rom these facts it readily can be 
.ppreciated that the people of Ne- 
raska are not adverse to exper- 
imentation with the judicial branch, 
f the government, the adminls- 
rative or the legislative. 
The 
unicameral 
constitutional 
.mendment, as adopted in Novem- 
ber, 1934, provides for a .member- 
hip of not less than 30 or more 
han 50 to be elected on a non- 
ballot for a two year term. 
n this connection, it is interesting 
o note that students of govern- 
ment who have visited our state 
iave failed generally to recognize 
he major change in legislative pro- 
,edure ushered in by our one house 
vstem. I refer to the non-political 
haracter ,of the legislature, which, 
t seems to me, is not only a new 
heorv so far as our state and na- 
ional practices are concerned, but 
o far as all civilized governments 
are concerned. 
I will discuss this 
very important feature of our uni- 
cameral system later. 
The last bicameral legislature in 
1935, in compliance with the 1934 
constitutional amendment, fixed the 
membership at 43. the state being 
redistricted on the basis of popula- 
,ion. 
The 43 members constituting 
the first unicameral legislature took 
office on Jan. 5. Their first major 
task was to organize, and to pre- 
pare and adopt rules for procedure. 
F-'es of the TJnlcameral. 


In ft consideration of the rule;, 


of Nebraska's unicameral legislature, 
it should be said first that perhaps 
their dominant purpose is to fix 
legislative 
responsibility. 
Given 
almost equal emphasis, however, is 
the theory of creating an internal 
machinery and 
procedure 
which 
facilitates 
accuracy, 
clarity 
and 
reasonable speed 'in enactment but 
yej; providing adequate safeguards 
against hasty and 
ill-considered 
legislation. 
These procedural 
motifs 
make 
their original appearance in the 
unicameral amendment itself. 
The 
amendment provided that the yeas 
and nays of the members on any 
question should be entered on i.Iie 
journal at the desire of any one 
member. 
The previous 
constitu- 
tional provision required that at 
least two members must call for a 
vote to be entered. 
Beyond that, however, the rules 
of the old bicameral senate pi'Q- 
vidcd that five members had to call 
before a committee of the whole 
vote could be recorded on the jour- 
nal.

•ules set a 30 day bill introduction j 
imit. 
During that period there i 
were 572 bills filed, 211 of them on 
the 30th day. 
While this was ap- 
proximately half 
the 
volume of 
previous sessions, it was consider- 
ably larger than proponents of the 
new plan had forecast. In addition, 
a provision was inserted in the rules' 
permitting standing committees to 
introduce bills after expiration of 
the 30 day limit, provided two-thirds 
of the members gave their consent. 
This was not previously possible. 
The right of the governor to intro- 
duce bills has been retained as it 
existed under the bicameral system. 
Before adjournment 
sine die, the 
unicameral legislature amended its 
rules limiting bill introduction to 
20 legislative 
days instead of 30 
days, as its rules originally provided. 
The unicameral legislature passed 
approximately 230 bills. 
Of these, 
15 were vetoed with none of them 
overridden. The last regular session 
of the bicameral legislature, in 1935, 
set a record for bills introduced with 
something over 1,000, passing 192 
bills. 
Before leaving this discussion of 


bills, it should be pointed out that 
five 
days are set—as previously 
pointed out—as the theoretical min- 
imum time possible in which a bill 
may be passed under suspension of 
the rules. 
Actually, however, the 
minimum under suspension of the 
rules was seven to eight days. 
If 
all rules are complied with and no 
delay is occasioned, 14 days are 
required for passage of a bill thru 
the unicameral legislative mill. 
To suspend the unicameral rules 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 
membership and to amend the rules 
requires a three-fifths vote of the 
membership.

unique in certain respects. After a 
bill has been introduced and refer- 
red to the standing committee the 
rules require that at least five days' 
notice of hearing, said notice to be 
•published in the daily journal, must 
be given. 
This is an innovation 
in Nebraska 
legislative 
procedure 


and, 
particularly from the stand- 
point of the public, proved highly 
satisfactory. 
After a bill has been 
reported to general file by a stand- 
ing committee, it is debated and 
referred to the committee on en- 
rolment and review, purely for pur- 
poses of technical correctness. 
No 
bill can be considered on select file, 
then, for at least three days after 
its reference from general file to the 
committee on enrolment and re- 
view. After consideration on select 
file, it is re-referred to this same 
committee for engrossment and is 
then ready to be reported out for 
third reading and final passage. It 
is provided, however, that no bill 
shall be placed upon third reading 
and final passage until five legis- 
lative clays from its initial reference 
to the committee on enrolment and 
review and two legislative days after 
its reference to third reading file. 
In addition, printed copies of the 
bill in it? final form, as amended. 
shall have been on members' desks 
for at least one legislative day.

law, whose task was to advise com- 
mittees on how to make their laws 
stand up in court as it were. 
In 
some respects this proved an effic- 
ient plan but in the first big major 
test of the devise, the legislature 
rejected the counsel's ndvice to limit 
an extension of the mortgage mor- 
atorium to one year. 
It was ex- 
tended for two years. 
During the 
session, 
laws were 


passed providing for a permanent 
secretary to the legislature, for a 
permanent 
constitutional 
reviewer 


of bills to assist members in draw- 
ing up measures between sessions, 
for a legislative research depart- 
ment, and for a legislative council 
made up of 50 members of 
the 


legislature who are to frame needed 
legislation and have it ready for 
introduction when the next session 
convenes. The legislative council is 
holding its first meeting this month 
and 
alt ho a permanent secretary 


has been employed, the other offices 
have not been filled. Whether tiiese 
new departures will prove valuable 
or otherwise Is a question which 
time alone can answer. 


There was. 
obviously, no confer- 


ence 
committee. 
All 
committee 
meetings were open and the press 
was permitted at their executive 
.sessions. No secret sessions of the 
legislature were held and non is 
provided for in the rules, but the 
state constitution still provides 
that procedure, if necessary. 
The new legislature tried to avoic 
the use of a sifting committee, but 
during the closing days of the ses- 
sion, it was forced to adopt this 
facility. 
It was comprised of the 
chairman of each of the standing 
committees. 
In a discussion of the unicamera! 
legislative procedure, it should bt 
hrought out that the system se 
up in Nebraska is unique in tha 
it Is the first purely unicamera 
system. In so-called one house leg- 
islatures that were set up in 
number of states in the early his- 
tory of our country, there was In 
each instance, some agency witl 
varying powers superimposed upon 
the legislature Jtself, providing ii 
this way a form of check and bal 
ance. in Nebraska's case, however 
there is no such device. The gov- 
ernor's veto Is the only check, unles:

The chance for intelli- I 
pent compromise is correspondingly 
decreased. 
Under our st/ite constitution, the 
jovernor is required to submit a 
judget to the legislature. He is 
•equired to recommend needed legi- 
slation for the proper functioning 
>f the state government. Under the 
ild system of party responsibility, 
his responsibilitv provided lines of 
••ommunicatiori between the execu- 
ive and 
legislative branches 
by 
means 
of 
which these 
separate 
>ranches 
of 
government 
could 
'unction to achieve an intelligent 
compromise 
upon 
highly contro- 
'ersial measures. 
Under the new 
>ystem with party responsibility 
acking, 
with 
43 members 
each 
elected independently, each with no 
responsibility except to his separate 
constituency, 
all formal lines of 
communication 
between the legis- 
ative and executive branches have 
been removed. 


It Is true, however, that as the 
session progressed, there was con- 
act between the governor and the 
egislature thru a few members who 
served to convey the views of the 
egislature to the governor and the 
views of the governor to the legis- 
ature. 
But. there existed no ma- 
chinery to translate those views into 
egislation. 
In actual practice, we 
had. generally speaking, a high type 
membership in the legislature with, 
a rule, a devotion to duty so 
.hat I would say that the results 
of this first legislative session were 
generally satisfactory. 
However, it 
:an be seen that with a less able 
membership, with less of a co- 
operative spirit between the legis- 
ative and the executive branches, 
;he results of a future session may 
not be so satisfactory. 
OUr state constitution 
provides 


;hat the governor shall submit to 
ihe legislature a budget carrying 
amounts he considers necessary to 
maintain the agencies of state gov- 
ernment during the next two years. 
The constitution 
provides that a 
60 percent vote of the legislature 
may increase any item, that a ma- 
lority vote mav decrease any item. 
The courts have interpreted this 
provision as meaning that no item 
in the general appropriation bill 
based on the governor's budget Is 
subject to veto by the governor if 
the bill has received a 60 percent 
vote of the legislature. This means 
'hat 26 members of our one house 
legislature may virtually do any- 
thing it wants to with the gover- 
nor's budget. 
They may double it. 
they may triple it or they may cut 
it in half with the governor ren- 
dered powerless to do anything. 
It is true we had this provision 
under the two house system, but 
you can readily see that in a two 
house system the probability of a 
60 percent vote on each item' in the 
governor's budget would be much 
less than in one house with a small 
membership. It seems to me that 
there may be a necessity for correc- 
tion of this provision in the future. 
So-called legislative representa- 
tives, in other words lobbyists, were 
as great or greater in number under 
the one house system as under thn 
two house system. With a reduced 
number of members In the legis- 
lature, this subjected the individual 
member to greater pressure and an- 
noyance, a condition which evoked 
from members strong romnJamt? 
because of the easy accessibility of 
lobbyists 
to the 
members. 
The 
actual operation of lobbying wn 
brought out in the open more, and 
subjected to public scrutiny to 


greater e.\U'ut than under the two 
hou.^e system.
